Dear Dr. Teckeen: 

I think it probable that you have been informed of the con- 
troversy recarding our church fence at Sitka. The church decided to 
have a picket fence about the church premises. Captain Pendleton, 
of the Marine Corps, acted very ugly in the matter; in the first place 
hindering and even endeavoring to prevent the digsing of the post-holes 
and when the fence was finally completed he practically refused per- 
mission to the painter to step on the marine crounds to do the paint- 
ing, and so the fence is still unpainted. Ae 

My own opinion is that he will ontest our claim to the lot. 
However I ao not know that this matter is up at present or likely to 
be for some tame. I understand, however, that recently a ommittee 
was appointed and met and sat at Sitka to adjust certain claims petween 
the Navy and the pepartment of the Interior to lands in and about Sit- 
Kae The Committee m nsisted of Fredericks, District Attorney; Distin, 
Surveyor neneral; and Pendleton. I believe pendleto n made the report, 

and I think it quite probable that the report recommends the transfer 
to the Navy of our common, now used as a parade ground, ball ground, 
and ©mmmon in general; except that Pendleton has ruthlessly, and I be- 


lieve illegally, driven the native children from this ground. Now 
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Pendleton, if put in charge of the grounds frm the sidewalk in fm nt 
of the Barracks to the Beach, might close up both the sidewalk and the 
lower street in front of the hospital to the publics; and so shut out 
our front entrance, and indeed the only easy entrance to the church 
and church SAcaa ee I thoroughly believe pentieten would do this had 


he the power. : 


Now, if the parade ground is handed over to the pnarracks 
people, poth the sidewalk in front of the Barracks leading to the 
church door, and also the street below in front of the hospital lead- 
ing to the Governor's House and also to the native town, ought to be 
kept open unreservedly and forever to the Bre. 

I know you are deeply interested in our church and in the 
titles to our churdh premises and you will know just what to do in 
the matter.

Dear Brother Cammack: 
Gram winter is coming on apace; the lakes---quiet waters---are 

frozen’ very hard; but rougher portions of the Sound are still naviga- 

ble for steamers, and I am told that we may have another opportwnity 

of sending mail to California, so I will have this letter ready if such 

pood fortune comes to us. 

Our only letter from California Friends last mail day was a short 
one from Carrie Gordon, of "SUNSHINE"S.F.Miss on. 

One morning last week I arose at 3 A.M. and started in a skin boat 
for the reindeer camp, now situated about 20 miles from the mission. 
Yhe morning was very cold, but a bright moon made the night light 
enough to travel in. In a few hours a rough sea arose so that I had 
to land and drag the boat ashore and did not reach the camp until 2 
P, Me Then I ate lunch and walked about four miles over tundra to 
where the reindeer were grazing; inspected them Por some time, and 
walked back to camp just after supper, one of the herder boys came 
running in saying that one of our reindeer had broken its leg, so our 
visions of restful sleep were relegated some hours to the future. Then 
came three hours of very hard walking; no more moonlight now; several 
‘times almost to waist in cold water, but the wounded deer was found and 
killed. {It proved to be one of Nelima's: the third he has lost in 
like manner in as many weeks). Then back to the camp; two hours of 
Bleep; breakfast at 2 A.M., and in company with Nelima and wife set 
Porth for the Mission. tt was very necessary that we start at that 
hour as the mail steamer was due ten miles away at four A.M. and I had 
promised three days before to be there to arrange with the Capt. of the 

Sadie" to take to Nome City a sick, indigent white miner who had been 
camped rear the Misdon for some time. After all the only reward for 
our pro mptness was having to wait off Cape Blossom until 8 A.M. for 
the mail steamer and it was &@ P.M. ere we reached the Misa on, thankful 
indeed for dry clothing and an opportunity to rest; simply a 55-hour 
chapter in the"strenuous life” of an Alaskan missi onary--~—a physical 
‘weakling, who owes every bit of strength and health he possesses to 
the Great Giver of all strength. Bless His dear name. Pend sad 
efoto he Capt. OF the "Sadie" told me of his having offered Chas.Coffin 
‘one of our Kowak River native members among other things tobacco in — 
exchange of some furs, and of Charlie's having said, "Me Jesus man. NO 
WANT TOBACCO." Such testimonies as this rejoice the miss onary's 
heart, and many such have come to us in the few months past. Officers 
of the "Bear" said that our Misdon natives would not trade with them on 
Sunday and a letter reached us recently from a point many hundred miles 
distant, on the headwaters of the Koyukuk River, stating that the in- 
fluence of this Misdon for good was felt even there, and that natives 
who had bem down here held services every Sabbath. Capt.Cogan, of — 
Oakland, Master of the River steamer "John Riley", and who has beam up 
anddown the Kowak River for several years, told us recently that a won- 
 @erfol change had taken place in the Kowak p@® ple; almost all of them 
had siven up the use of tobacco and among several hundreds he only knew 
dele Lone os tess Stoney Tom, since dead) who would take whiskey when 
it was offered them; surely the seed-sowing in His name has not been in 
Wain, and God is proving the truthfulness of the wonderful promise--- 
that His’ word, even though spoken in weakness, would not return unto 
him void. | hace :

I learn through a letter from Rev. Mr. Hutchinson that Br.. S. Hail 


Young and Dr. Meacham have been circulating injurious reports with regard 


to the Rev. Luther M. Seroggs,. I want to say that so far as the trans- 


actions at Nome and Peller are concerned I stand by Mr. Seroggs. The 
failure at Nome was due entirely to the mismanagement of Mr, Young and 


to Mr. Seroggs. If Dr. Young had treated me as he influenced the 


Presbytery to treat Mr. Seroggs I would have brought the matter to the 
Synod and if T could not have secured redress there would have carried 

it up to the General Assembly.. We have said to the Board again and again 
that the treatment of Dr. Seroggs by the Presbytery through the influence 
of Dr. Young was unchristian, Uungentlemanly, and outrageous in the 
extreme, Mr. Seroggs is a fair preacher and a poor pastor, his wife, 
however, is sa bright and active in looking after the congregation that 
she made up more than he lacked as a pastor, and the two together made a 
good team in the ministry. Mr. Seroggs I fear is not as strict with 
regard to playing cards socially as I am, at the age of 89 do not know 
one card from the other, but I notice a great many good Christian people 


are playing eards in these days and perhaps I am old fogy in my notions,
